And  were  called  to  order  by  the  Hon.  Rufus  A.  Soule 
of  the  Third  Bristol  District,  the  senior  member-elect. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Tillman  B.  Johnson  of 
Lynn. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chamberlain, —

Subsequently,  Mr.  Chamberlain,  from  the  committee, 
reported  that  they  had  waited  upon  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  and  the  Council,  and  had  conveyed  to  them 
the  message  of  the  Honorable  Senate ;  and  that  His  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  had  delegated  him  to  say  that  he 
should  be  pleased  forthwith  to  attend  upon  the  Honor- 
able Senate,  with  the  Honorable  Council,  to  administer 
the  oaths  of  office. 

Soon  after.  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  His  Honor 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  and  the  Council  came  in,  and  the 
Senators-elect  severally  took  and  subscribed  the  oaths  of 
office  required  by  the  Constitution  and  a  law  of  the  United 
States  to  qualify  them  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as 
Senators  for  the  current  political  year. 

The  Governor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  and  the  Coun- 
cil thereupon  withdrew.

My  FEiiiiOw  Sbnatoes  :  —  Allow  me  to  thank  you 
most  heartily  for  the  honor  you  have  done  me  by  this 
third  election  as  your  presiding  officer.     Words  fail  to 
express  to  you  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial  manner  in 
which,  as  a  body  and  individually,  you  have  bestowed 
this  mark  of  your  favor.     In  return  for  your  confidence  I 
can  only  undertake,  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability 
and  judgment,  to  administer  the  office  so  as  to  best  ad- 
vance all  public  business  and  to  deal  fairly  and  impartially 
with  men  and  measures.     I  know  from  experience  that 
the  duties  are  pleasant  and  are  made  doubly  so  by  the 
kindly  aid  and  consideration  of  every  Senator.     As  in  the 
past,  I  shall  confidently  rely  upon  your  indulgence  and 
assistance.     Cordial  good  fellowship  is  a  habit  of  this  leg- 
islative body  which  will  continue.     There  do  not  appear 
to  be  many  important  questions  of  a  general  public  nature 
pressing  for  consideration  ;  but  you  are  all  experienced  in 
legislation  and  probably  expect  the  average  number  of 
bills  and  petitions  of  various  kinds,  to  which  you  will  give 
your  attentive  considemtion. 

There  is  one  practical  suggestion  often  made  but  which 
cannot  be  too  insistently  urged,  which  is  that  chairmen  of 
committees  advertise  and  hold  hearings  as  soon  as  matters 
are  properly  referred,  put  off  no  hearings  once  advertised 
and  report  promptly  the  result  of  their  investigations. 
Only  by  so  doing  can  the  time  in  the  early  part  of  the 
session  be  used.     Again  I  thank  you  for  this  honor.

The  following  communication  from  the  Attorney-Gen-

Honorable  George  E.  SurrH,  President  of  the  Senate. 

Deab  Sib:  —  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  re-  opinion  of 
ceipt  of  a  copy  of  the  order  adopted  by  the  Honorable  t^^ii^^ 
Senate  April  6th,  reqairing  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-  ^^yw^^^ 
General  upon  the  following  question,  to  wit : —  OMaioom. 

•*  Would  the  enactment  of  House  Bill,  No.  976,  being  ^*°^' 
an  Act  relative  to  the  Boston,  Cape  Cod  and  New  York 
Canal  Company,  as  amended  by  the  House,  and  by  the 
Senate  on  April  4,  1900,  afford  to  the  Boston,  Cape  Cod 
and  New  York  Canal  Company  under  any  circumstances 
the  opportunity  in  the  issue  of  their  securities  to  practise 
what  is  commonly  known  as  stock  watering  ?  " 

Inasmuch  as  the  original  charter  of  the  company  (St. 
1899,  c.  148)  provides  that  the  stock  and  bonds  author- 
ized therein  shall  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  St. 
1894,  c.  462  (being  what  is  commonly  called  the  anti- 
stock-watering  act  relating  to  steam  and  street  railways) , 
I  assume  that  the  purpose  of  the  question  submitted 
is  practically  to  require  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral on  the  question  whether  the  amendment  excepting 
the  company  from  certain  of  the  provisions  of  that  act,  so 
far  modifies  the  act  as  to  make  it  possible  for  the  com- 
pany to  issue  stock  not  representing  capital  actually  in- 
vested. 

I  understand  stock  watering  to  be  the  issuance  of  stock 
not  based  upon  capital  actually  invested.  The  anti-stock- 
watering  act,  to  which  I  refer  (St.  1894,  c.  462),  is  in- 
tended to  prevent  the  possibility  of  such  over^issuance. 
It  provides,  in  substance,  that  railroad  and  street  railway 
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companies  shall  **  hereafter  issae  only  such  amoants  of 
stock  and  bonds  as  may  from  time  to  time,  apon  investiga- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners,  be  deemed 
and  be  voted  by  them  to  be  reasonably  requisite  for  the 
purposes  for  which  such  issue  of  stock  or  bonds  has  been 
authorized."  The  act  further  provides  that  the  **  vote  of 
the  board  approving  such  issue  shall  specify  the  respec- 
tive amounts  of  stock  and  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
for  the  respective  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  thereof 
are  to  be  applied."  And  to  make  it  certain  that  such 
stock  and  bonds  shall  represent  only  expenditures  actually 
incurred,  the  act  further  provides  that  **  no  company  in- 
cluded in  the  terms  of  this  act  shall  apply  the  proceeds  of 
such  stock  or  bonds  to  any  purpose  not  specified  in  such 
certificate." 

The  present  bill  amends  the  original  charter  by  modify- 
ing certain  of  the  provisions  of  the  anti-stock-watering  act 
in  their  application  to  this  company.  Instead  of  provid- 
ing for  the  authorization  of  stock  and  bonds  from  time  to 
time,  and  only  as  the  needs  of  construction  require,  and 
providing  that  the  proceeds  shall  be  expended  only  in  such 
construction,  it  requires  the  joint  board  to  ascertain  in  ad- 
vance the  entire  cost  of  the  canal  and  its  equipment,  and 
to  authorize,  in  the  first  instance,  the  issuance  of  the  whole 
amount  of  stock  and  bonds  which  will  be  needed  to  cover 
the  cost  so  asceiiained.  It  contains  no  provision  for  can- 
cellation of  any  stock  which  shall  prove  not  to  be  required, 
in  case  it  shall  turn  out  that  the  estimate  of  the  joint  board 
was  in  excess  of  the  actual  cost. 

If  the  joint  board  is  able  to  ascertain  definitely  the  cost 
of  construction  and  equipment  of  the  canal,  there  appears 
to  be  no  more  liability  to  stock  watering  in  the  present 
bill,  as  amended,  than  in  the  original  charter.  If,  how- 
ever, the  actual  cost  of  construction  shall  prove  to  be  less 
than  the  estimate  so  fixed  in  advance  by  tlie  joint  board, 
the  balance  of  stock  in  the  hands  of  the  State  treasurer 
not  required  for  the  purposes  of  construction  will  become 
the  property  of  the  corporation  and  in  so  far  as  it  does 
not  stand  for  nor  represent  the  cost  of  construction,  will 
be,  as  I  understand  the  term,  watered  stock. 

In  this  aspect  of  the  case,  the  question,  therefore,  is 
one  of  fact  rather  than  of  law.  In  case  the  board  shall 
be  able  to  estimate  correctly  the  cost  of  the  canal,  and 
shall  authorize  the  issuance  of  only  so  much  stock  and 
so  many  bonds  as  are  equivalent  to  such  cost,  there  will 
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apparently  be  do  opportanity  for  stock  watering.  But 
ify  on  the  other  band,  the  board  over-estimates  the  cost, 
there  being  no  provision  for  cancellation  of  stock  and 
bonds  which  prove  to  be  not  actually  needed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  construction,  the  issuance  of  the  whole  stock 
having  been  authorized  in  advance,  the  result  will  be  that 
the  surplus  stock  and  bonds  to  which  the  company  may 
so  become  entitled,  will  be  stock  not  representing  capital 
actually  invested,  and  will  come  within  the  definition  of 
what  I  understand  to  be  watered  stock.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 
MeMagafrom  I  transmit  herewith  a  proposition  with  accompanying 
leiuJeS^*^'"  papers  made  to  the  Governor  and  Council  by  the  Boston 
g|Jj^«^  and  Maine  Bailroad  for  a  lease  of  the  property  of  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  to  the  Boston  and  Maine  Bail- 
road,  and  for  a  sale  to  the  latter  corporation  of  the  shares 
of  common  stock  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  held 
by  the  Commonwealth,  and  by  such  individuals  as  desire 
to  sell  their  holdings.  I  also  transmit  copies  of  votes 
adopted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  conditionally  ac- 
cepting such  proposition,  together  with  authenticated 
copies  of  the  votes  of  the  stockholders  of  each  of  said 
railroad  corporations  providing  respectively  for  such  lease 
and  sale  of  common  stock.

and  New  York  Canal  Company  of  the  plan  or  plans  of 
location  and  construction  approved  by  the  Harbor  and 
Land  Commissioners  as  provided  in  section  four  of  chap- 
ter four  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  and  after  said  company 
has  made  the  deposit  with  the  county  treasurer  as  pro- 
vided in  section  fourteen  of  said  chapter."

and  equipment  of  said  canal  exceeds  the  amount  actually 
reasonably  requisite  therefor,  said  board  shall  certify  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  the  amount  of  the 
excess,  and  said  treasurer  shall  thereupon  cancel,  in  equal 
ratio,  stock  and  bonds  then  remaining  in  his  custody,  to 
the  amount  of  such  excess." 

Mr.  McClellan  moved  that  the  bill  be  amended  by  in- 
serting, in  each  instance,  after  the  words  that  had  been 
inserted  by  amendment,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Attwill,  the 
words  "and  within  thirty  days  aftier  said  acceptance  by 
said  canal  company ; "  and  this  amendment  was  rejected.

or  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Barnstable,  except  such 
amount  as  may  have  been  expended  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Commonwealth  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act." 

Mr.  Attwill  moved  that  this  amendment  be  amended 
by  striking  out,  after  the  words  '*  expended  by,"  the 
words  *Hhe  Treasurer  of;"  and  this  amendment  was 
adopted.

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excel-

I  return  herewith  an  act  entitled  **  An  Act  relative  to  vetoi 

the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,"  with  my  ob-  -aw^IS?'* 
jections  thereto  in  writing.  SS^iS!  "^^^  *' 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  call  substitutes,  who  have  received  the  pay  of  call  mem- 
bers, to  the  permanent  force  of  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment, without  the  requirement  of  a  civil  service  examina- 
tion. Since  the  establishment  of  the  civil  service  system  in 
this  Commonwealth,  no  appointment  has  been  made  to  the 
regular  force  of  this  department,  except  from  an  eligible 
list,  and  upon  the  certification  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission. Call  substitutes  are  not  regular  members  of  the 
department.  They  are  appointed  by  the  fire  commissioner, 
without  preliminary  examination  of  any  kind,  to  furnish 
an  emergency  force  to  assist  the  department  in  certain 
sections  of  the  city  of  Boston.  There  are  now  in  the  de- 
partment forty-three  call  substitutes  who  have  received  the 
pay  of  call  members,  and  if  this  bill  should  become  a  law  it 
would  be  possible,  in  the  hands  of  a  weak,  designing  or 
obedient  fire  commissioner,  to  recruit  exclusively  new 
members  of  the  force  from  this  class  of  employees.  This 
opens  a  door  which,  it  seems  to  me,  should  not  only  be 
kept  shut,  but  securely  locked.  In  the  fire  department, 
of  all  places  of  public  employment,  rigorous  physical 
tests  should  be  applied,  to  say  nothing  of  the  desirability 
of  an  examination  to  prove  mental  capacity. 

A  bill  similar  to  this  was  vetoed  by  my  predecessor  in 
1898.     As  between  the  two,  there  is  a  difference  of  only 
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one  unimportant  phrase,  a  change  that  in  no  material 
degree  improves  the  character  of  the  bill  which  I  find  my- 
self anable  to  approve.

*^  Sect.  6.  The  following  provision  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  voters  of  the  city  of  Boston  at  the  next  State  election, 
viz. :  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  requiring 
any  street  railway  company  to  haul  the  cars  of  any  other 
street  railway  on  such  portions  of  its  tracks  as  are  located 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Boston.  If  this  provision 
is  accepted  by  said  voters  at  said  election  it  shall  be  the 
law ;  but  until  such  acceptance,  this  provision  shall  be  of 
no  effect ;  **  and  this  amendment  was  rejected. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading,  by  a  vote 
of  17  to  14. 

Mr.  Maxwell  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  which,  being 
stated,  was  that  the  bill  was  beyond  the  scope  of  the  pe- 
tition on  which  it  was  based. 

The  President  ruled  that  the  bill  had  already  been  or- 
dered to  a  third  reading  and  was  not  then  before  the  Senate 
for  consideration  ;  and  that,  for  both  of  these  reasons,  the 
point  of  order  could  not  be  entertained.

such  balance  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  upon  demand. 

**  But  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  collector  to  receive  on

Opinion  of  the  Jitstices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

The  following  communication  from  the  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  was  received,  read  and  placed  on 
file;  — 

7b  the  HonoraNe  the  Senate  of  the  CommantoeaUh  of  Maaaaehufetts: 

The    undersigned,  justices  of  the   Supreme  Judicial  Sj^JJJ^'y^ 
Court,  haying  considered  the  questions  proposed  by  the  sopnaie  jndi- 
Honorable  Senate,  by  its  order  of  May  22,  1900,  a  copy  •"^^*«^- 
of  which  is  annexed,  respectfully  submit  the  following 
opinion. 

The  questions,  as  we  understand  them,  both  assume 
that  there  was  no  provision  of  law  in  existence  before  the 
death  of  the  officer  by  which  the  money  in  question  would 
be  payable  as  supposed.  If  such  a  provision  should  be 
enacted  with  regard  to  the  widow,  heirs  or  legal  represent- 
atives of  a  living  officer,  it  naturally  would  be  regarded 
as  pledging  the  &ith  of  the  State  to  the  officer  himself, 
and  thus  as  constituting  part  of  the  consideration  for  his 
future  service.  We  understand  the  questions  to  refer  to 
payments  which  technically  are  pure  gratuities.  We  also 
understand  them  to  refer  to  payments  of  money  raised  by 
taxation  in  the  ordinary  way. 

In  general  the  power  to  pay  gratuities  to  individuals  is 
denied  to  the  Legislature  by  the  Constitution.  Ordina- 
rily a  gift  of  money  to  an  individual  would  be  an  appro- 
priation of  public  funds  to  private  uses  which  could  not 
be  justified  by  law.  Mead  v.  Acton,  139  Mass.  341 ; 
Lowell  V.  Boston,  111  Mass.  454;  Freeland  v.  Hastings, 
10  Allen,  570;  Loan  Association  v.  Topeka,  20  Wall. 
655;  Parkersburg  v.  Brown,  106  U.  S.  487,  500,  501; 
Cole  V.  La  Grange,  113  U.  S.  1,  and  cases  cited  there, 
and  in  Kingman  v.  Brockton,  153  Mass.  255,  259  ;  Cooley, 
Constitutional  Limitations,  6th  ed.,  601,  608.     We  deem 
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this  proposition  so  plain  that  we  do  not  delay  to  enforce 
it,  but  it  is  not  a  proposition  which  disposes  of  the  ques- 
tions before  us.  For  it  is  hardly  less  clear  that  when  a 
public  purpose  can  be  carried  out  or  helped  by  spending 
public  money,  the  power  of  the  Legislature  is  not  car- 
tailed  or  destroyed  by  the  fact  that  the  money  is  paid  to 
private  persons  who  had  no  previous  claim  to  it  of  any 
kind. 

We  need  not  illustrate  by  cases  where  the  payment  is 
made  on  the  footing  that  there  would  have  been  an  obli- 
gation had  not  one  party  been  the  sovereign  power,  and 
where  the  public  advantage  is  in  the  manifestation  that 
the  sovereign  power  is  just.  We  will  take  a  case  which 
is  in  the  strictest  sense  a  gift.  A  conspicuous  example 
which  occurs  to  every  one  is  the  granting  of  military  pen- 
sions after  a  war.  The  soldiers  have  been  paid  all  to 
which  they  are  entitled,  yet  the  State  may  grant  them  a 
partial  or  total  support  for  disabilities  contracted  in  ser- 
vice. Such  a  gift  may  be  intended  primarily  for  an  object 
which  is  no  more  private  than  is  a  memorial  hall.  King- 
man V.  Brockton,  153  Mass.  255,  256.  It  may  be  meant 
to  bring  home  to  all  minds  by  visible  &cts  that  now,  as  of 
old,  the  courage  of  the  battlefield  is  honored,  and  that  if 
a  man  will  risk  his  life  for  his  country,  his  country  after- 
wards will  not  necessarily  hold  him  to  the  letter  of  his 
generous  bond  and  deem  him  fully  paid  at  thirteen  dol- 
lars a  month. 

In  the  language  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  the  ^^  power  to  grant  pensions  is  not  controverted 
nor  can  it  well  be,  as  it  was  exercised  by  the  States  and 
by  the  Continental  Congress  during  the  war  of  the  revo- 
lution ;  and  the  exercise  of  the  power  is  coeval  with  the 
organization  of  the  government  under  the  present  consti- 
tution, and  has  been  continued  without  interruption  or 
question  to  the  present  time."  United  States  v.  Hall,  98 
U.  S.  343,  346.  See  Frisbie  v.  United  States,  157  U.  S. 
160,  166 ;  Kellogg  v.  Waite,  12  Allen,  529,  530. 

If  the  power  of  Congress  is  unquestioned,  that  of  the 
State  legislatures  under  their  broader  authority  is  still  less 
questionable,  subject  to  some  inquiry  as  to  what  woold  be 
legitimate  occasions  for  exercising  it,  for  which  we  need 
not  stop.  On  January  16,  1781,  it  was  resolved  that 
there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  non-commissioned  officers 
and  soldiers  *^  who  were  engaged  to  serve  during  the  war 
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on  or  before  the  second  day  of  December  last,  the  sam  of 
twenty-four  dollars  in  silver,  or  gold  equivalent  thereto,  as 
a  gratuity  ...  as  a  testimony  of  the  sense  this  Common- 
wealth entertains  of  their  faithful  services."  Resolves, 
1780,  January  session,  c.  9.  See  c.  39  and  c.  240.  There 
were  many  special  resolves  of  the  same  kind.  So  far  as 
we  have  seen  expressions  of  opinion  by  the  courts  of  other 
States  they  agree  with  what  we  have  quoted  from  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  and  with  what  is  to 
be  inferred  from  the  practice  of  our  own  Legislature  within 
four  months  of  the  time  when  the  Constitution  had  come 
into  force.  Booth  v.  Woodbury,  32  Conn.  118,  128; 
Speer  v.  Blairsville,  50  Penn.  St.  150,  162;  Durach's 
Appeal,  62  Penn.  St.  491,  494 ;  Brodhead  t;.  Milwaukee, 
19  Wis.  624,  652.  See  also  Cooley,  Taxation,  2d  ed.. 
Ill ;  1  Hare,  American  Constitutional  Law,  387. 

If  further  justification  for  the  power  to  grant  military 
pensions  be  needed,  article  6  of  the  Bill  of  Kights 
recognizes  that  advantages  distinct  from  those  of  the 
community  may  be  conferred  upon  the  consideration  of 
services  rendered  to  the  public.  And  although  in  Brown 
V.  Bussell,  166  Mass.  14,  22,  23,  it  was  intimated  as  the 
prevailing  view  of  the  court  that,  so  far  as  these  words 
were  applicable  to  the  filling  of  public  offices,  they  must 
be  taken  to  refer  to  services  to  be  rendered,  that  con- 
clusion was  drawn  from  the  dependence  of  the  advantages 
upon  the  office,  not  from  a  general  construction  of  the 
words.  That  the  words  include  past  as  well  as  future 
services  is  shown  by  the  authorities  and  facts  to  which  we 
have  referred,  and  perhaps  is  indicated  by  the  mention 
of  rewards  and  immunities  in  chapter  5,  section  2,  of 
the  second  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  power  to  give  rewards  after  the  event  for  conspicu- 
ous public  service,  if  it  exists  at  all,  cannot  be  limited  to 
military  service.  If  a  man  has  deserved  greatly  of  the 
Commonwealth  by  civil  services,  the  public  advantage  of 
recognizing  his  merit  may  stand  on  ground  as  strong  as 
that  for  rewarding  a  general.  We  cannot  foresee  the 
possibilities  of  genius  or  distinguished  worth  and  settle  in 
advance  the  tariff  at  which  its  action  shall  be  paid. 

It  will  be  plain  from  what  we  have  said  that  in  our 
opinion  the  public  wel&re  alone  must  be  the  ground,  as  it 
is  the  only  legal  justification,  for  this  kind  of  payment. 
And  it  follows  that  our  answer  to  the  first  of  the  two 
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queBtions  before  us  is  that  the  Greneral  Court  has  the  right 
to  appropriate  money  for  the  purposes  supposed  in  a  case 
where  it  fairly  can  be  thought  that  the  public  good  will 
be  served  by  the  grant  of  such  an  unstipulated  reward, 
but  that  it  has  not  that  right  where  the  only  public  ad- 
vantage is  such  as  may  be  incident  and  collateral  to  the 
relief  of  a  private  citizen.  To  a  great  extent  the  distinc- 
tion must  be  left  to  the  conscience  of  the  Legislature. 
Whether  a  judicial  remedy  could  be  found  if  a  clear  case 
should  arise  of  an  unconstitutional  appropriation,  it  hap- 
pily is  unnecessary  to  inquire. 

We  make  no  different  answer  to  the  second  question, 
and  have  not  found  it  necessary  to  consider  distinctions 
between  what  the  Legislature  can  do,  as  representing  the 
sovereign  power,  and  what  it  can  authorize  counties,  cities 
or  towns  to  do;  we  assume  that  if  the  General  Court 
should  confer  such  a  power  in  any  case  it  would  so  far 
specify  the  object  and  occasion  as  to  adjudicate  that  they 
were  sufficient  to  warrant  an  expenditure  for  the  public 
good.  The  ground  of  decision  in  Mead  v.  Acton,  139 
Mass.  341,  which  certainly  went  very  fiir,  was  not  a  dis- 
tinction between  the  direct  and  indirect  action  of  the 
Legislature,  but  was  that,  because  the  war  had  been  over 
so  long,  it  was  manifest  that  the  public  welfare  could  not 
be  promoted  by  the  payment  of  the  proposed  bounties, 
and  therefore  a  statute  attempting  to  authorize  such  a  pay- 
ment by  any  one  attempted  to  divert  public  funds  to  pri- 
vate uses  and  was  void.  Possibly  other  reasons  could 
have  been  invoked.  Some  of  the  language  Used  in  that 
case  and  in  Kingman  v.  Brockton,  153  Mass.  255,  may 
need  qualification.  It  goes  beyond  the  point  which  the 
court  was  called  upon  to  decide.

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  to  wit :  —

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  BepreseniaUves, 

h^Q^amSitr,      I  return  herewith  an  act  entitled  '<  An  Act  relative  to 
"S^^S!^^  the   building  at  the   corner  of  St.  James  Avenue  and 
SitoiT®'        Trinity  Place  in  the  city  of  Boston,"  with  my  objections 
thereto  in  writing. 

The  Legislature  of  1898  passed  an  act  restricting  to 
ninety  feet  the  height  of  any  building  to  be  erected  on 
certain  streets  adjacent  to  Copley  Square  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  the  purpose  of  the  bill  before  me  is  to  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  that  act  the  building  at  the  corner 
of  St.  James  Avenue  and  Trinity  Place,  known  as  the 
Westminster  Chambers.  At  the  time  of  the  enactment 
of  the  statute  the  building  had  not  reached  the  height  of 
ninety  feet ;  but  notwithstanding  its  passage  the  erection 
of  the  building  was  continued  until  it  reached  its  present 
height  of  ninety-six  feet ;  and  it  is  this  violation  of  the 
statute  which  the  bill  before  me  is  intended  to  condone. 

It  is  contended  in  behalf  of  the  owners  that  the  statute 
of  1898  has  not  been  violated,  and  that  the  real  height  of 
the  building  as  it  stands  is  only  ninety  feet.  If  this  be 
so  it  is  open  to  the  owners  of  the  building  to  prove  the 
fact  in  the  courts,  where  the  case  against  them  is  still 
pending.  Furthermore,  if  the  statute  has  not  been  vio- 
lated there  is  no  occasion  for  this  bill.  But  I  am  satisfied 
that  the  building  as  it  stands  is  above  the  height  permitted 
by  the  statute  of  1898. 

I  have  considered  with  care  all  the  arguments  sub- 
mitted in  this  controversy,  giving  due  weight  to  the  rep- 
resentations made  on  each  side.     In  my  opinion  the  vital 
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point  iDYolved  is  not  the  appearance  of  the  building,  or 
the  difficulties  under  which  the  owners  labor ;  but  it  is 
rather  whether  law  may  be  violated  only  to  be  excused  or 
condoned. 

I  am  unable  to  give  my  sanction  to  a  measure  intended 
'  to  relieve  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  from  the  conse- 
quences of  deliberate  disregard  of  the  provisions  of  a 
statute  of  the  General  Court.     I  therefore  feel  it  to  be 
my  duty  to  return  the  bill  without  my  approval.

ity  herein  given  may  be  revoked  and  annulled  at  any  time 
by  the  General  Court.*' 

Mr.  Parry  moved  that  the  bill  be  amended  by  adding 
at  the  end  of  section  4  the  following:  '<  The  fares,  tolls 
and  charges  established  by  the  lessee  upon  all  passengers 
and  property  conveyed  or  transported  on  said  railroad, 
and  all  regulations  made  by  the  lessee  for  the  use  of  the 
same,  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  revision  and  altera- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  upon  peti- 
tion by  any  party  aggrieved  thereby." 

Without  action  on  this  amendment  or  on  the  main  ques- 
tion on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed,  — 

At  half-past  four  o'clock  p.m.  (in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  standing  order)  the  Senate  adjourned,  to 
meet  to-morrow  at  half-past  ten  o'clock  a.m. 
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Tuesday,  June  26,  1900. 
Met  according  to  adjournment. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Chaplain. 

Enacted  BiU  BecaUed.

Reaolvedy  That  it  is  expedient  to  alter  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  Commonwealth  by  the  adoption  of  the  sub- 
joined article  of  amendment ;  and  that  the  said  article, 
being  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  senators  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
present  and  voting  thereon,  be  entered  on  the  journals 
of  both  houses,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon, 
and  referred  to  the  General  Court  next  to  be  chosen ;  and 
that  the  said  article  be  published,  to  the  end  that,  if 
agreed  to  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Constitution,  by 
the  General  Court  next  to  be  chosen,  it  may  be  submitted 
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to  the  people  for  their  approval  and  ratification,  in  order 
that  it  may  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

ARTICLE    OP   AMENDMENT. 

Cities  by  vote  of  the  city  council,  and  towns  by  vote  of 
the  inhabitants  in  town  meeting,  may  incur  debts  for 
loans  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  year  in  which 
such  debts  are  incurred  and  expressly  made  payable 
therefrom  by  the  vote  aforesaid;  other  debts  shall  be 
incurred  for  such  term  of  years  as  shall  be  specified  in 
the  vote  only  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  voters  present 
and  voting  at  a  town  meeting,  or  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  each  branch  of  the  city  council  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays  and  approved  by  the  mayor,  or  if  he  dis- 
approves such  vote,  by  another  like  vote  taken  after 
notice  of  such  disapproval  shall  be  given  by  the  mayor 
to  the  branch  of  the  city  council  in  which  such  vote 
was  first  taken,  within  ten  days  from  the  day  on  which 
the  vote  is  laid  before  him,  and  if  he  fails  so  to  give 
such  notice  the  vote  shall  take  effect  as  if  he  had  ap- 
proved the  same:  providedy  however y  that  no  city  or 
town  shall  become  indebted  for  an  amount  which,  after 
deducting  all  debts  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  all  debts 
heretofore  incurred  in  aid  of  a  railroad  corporation  or 
for  the  indebtedness  of  a  fire  district,  all  debts  heretofore 
authorized  outside  the  debt  limit  of  the  city  or  town, 
all  debts  heretofore  or  hereafter  authorized  for  a  water 
supply,  and  all  sinking  funds  for  all  other  debts,  will 
exceed  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  average  of 
the  assessors'  valuations  of  the  taxable  property  in  the 
city  or  town  for  the  preceding  three  years,  the  valua- 
tion for  each  year  being  first  reduced  by  the  amount  of 
all  abatements  allowed  thereon  prior  to  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December  in  the  year  of  such  valuation,  unless 
the  vote  authorizing  the  incurring  of  indebtedness  by  a 
city  or  town  in  excess  of  said  amount  shall  be  ratified 
by  a  bill  passed  by  the  votes  of  four-fifths  of  the  mem- 
bers present  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives taken  by  yeas  and  nays  and  approved  by  the 
Governor,  or,  if  he  does  not  approve  the  bill  but  returns 
the  same  with  his  objections  in  writing  to  the  branch  of 
the  General  Court  in  which  the  bill  originated,  within 
five  days  afl;er  it  has  been  laid  before  him,  by  the  pass- 
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ing  of  the  bill  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
If  the  Governor  objects  to  the  passing  of  the  bill,  he 
shall  within  five  days  after  the  bill  has  been  laid  before 
him  return  the  same,  together  with  his  objections  there- 
to in  writing,  to  the  branch  of  the  General  Court  in 
which  the  bill  originated,  which  branch  shall  enter  at 
large  on  its  records  the  objections  sent  down  by  the 
Governor  and  shall  proceed  to  reconsider  the  bill.  If 
after  such  reconsideration  four-fiftiis  of  the  members  of 
the  said  branch  present  shall,  notwithstanding  the  said 
objections,  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall,  together  with 
the  objections,  be  sent  to  the  other  branch  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court  where  it  shall  also  be  reconsidered  and,  if 
approved  by  four-fifths  of  the  members  present,  shall 
have  the  force  of  a  law ;  but  in  all  such  cases  the  votes 
of  each  branch  of  the  General  Court  shall  be  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays.  If  such  bill  is  not  returned  by  the  Gov- 
ernor within  five  days  after  it  is  laid  before  him,  it  shall 
have  the  force  of  a  law,  unless  the  General  Court  ad- 
journs within  said  period  of  five  days ;  and,  in  case  of 
such  adjournment  of  the  General  Court,  the  bill  shall  not 
become  a  law,  nor  have  force  as  such.  Any  debt  so  in- 
curred and  ratified,  and  the  sinking  funds  thereof,  shall 
not  be  taken  into  account  in  determining  the  debt  limit 
of  a  city  or  town. 

Sent  down  for  concurrence.  Senate  Rule  No.  8  was 
suspended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Sanderson.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Innes,  it  was  voted  that  a  message  be  ProiMtioii 
sent  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  requesting  the  re^  JS^t^erT 
tarn  to  the  Senate  of  the  engrossed  Bill  to  provide  for 
the  appointment  of  a  recorder  for  the  probation  service 
(see  House,  No.  1326,  amended).

Subsequently,  the  bill  was  returned  and  was  laid  before 
the  Senate.  There  being  no  objection,  the  vote  by  which 
the  bill  was  passed  to  be  enacted  was  reconsidered,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Innes.

and  investigated  by  said  officers,  and  regarding  all  cases 
of  persons  placed  upon  probation  in  their  custody.  Said 
commissioners  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  cases  reported  to 
them,  in  the  form  most  convenient  for  reference. 

«*  Section  4.  When,  in  the  opinion  of  any  such  pro- 
bation officer,  any  person  arrested  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  his  court  resides  within  the  jurisdiction  of  another 
court,  he  shall  at  once  apply  to  said  commissioners  for 
information  regarding  such  person ;  and  said  commission- 
ers shall  at  once  give  the  inquiring  probation  officer  all 
information  they  may  have  or  can  obtain  through  other 
probation  officers  or  police  officials.     They  shall  send  to 
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the  probation  officer  of  the  coart  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
which  such  person  resides,  such  information  as  they  may 
receive  regarding  the  disposition  of  such  case.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  police  of  the  several  cities  and  towns  to 
co-operate  with  said  probation  officers,  and  with  said  com- 
missioners, in  obtaining  information,  and  said  probatbn 
officers  shall  assist  each  other  and  said  commissioners  in 
their  several  duties.  Said  commissioners  shall  give  to  the 
Boston  board  of  police,  and  to  all  chiefs  of  police  and  city 
marshals,  all  information  the  commissioners  may  have  in 
any  case  regarding  which  said  police  officials  shall  in- 
quire. 

**  Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commis- 
sioners, from  time  to  time,  to  confer  with  the  justices  of 
the  several  courts  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  improve- 
ment of  the  probation  service,  greater  uniformity  in  the 
administration  of  the  duties  of  probation  officers,  and  a 
better  co-ordination  of  their  work.  They  shall  also  con- 
fer with  the  probation  officers  of  said  courts,  and  shall 
give  said  officers  such  assistance  as  will  promote  the  best 
interests  of  the  service. 

**  Section  6.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  com- 
missioners, a  conference  of  any  or  all  of  the  probation 
officers  and  assistant  probation  officers  will  secure  their 
better  co-operation  with  each  other  and  will  promote  the 
efficiency  of  their  work,  said  commissioners  shall  cause 
such  conference  to  be  held  and  one  of  said  commissioners 
shall  preside  over  the  same.  The  reasonable  travelling 
expenses  of  said  officers  in  attending  such  conferences 
shall  be  paid  as  their  other  expenses  are  paid. 

**  Section  7.  During  the  month  of  November  of  each 
year  said  commissioners  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Gov- 
ernor on  the  operation  of  the  probation  system  and  its 
results,  together  with  recommendations  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  service. 

^<  Section  8.  Said  commissioners  shall  be  furnished 
with  such  additional  office  accommodations  as  they  shall 
need  ;  shall  be  provided  with  all  necessary  facilities  for 
carrying  on  the  work  required  of  them  by  this  act,  and 
may  employ  such  assistance  as  the  Governor  and  Council 
from  time  to  time  shall  authorize."

The  following  message  from  His  Excellency  the  Go?- 
ernor,  which,  together  with  the  bill  to  which  it  referred,

^Smraor,  ^  rctum  herewith  an  act  entitled  **  An  Act  to  authorize 
the  city  of  Boston  to  incur  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of 
building  and  fumishinff  additional  schoolhouses  and  tak- 
ing land  therefor/'  with  my  objections  thereto  in  writing. 

In  my  message  to  the  Liegislature  in  January  last  1 
recommended  that  as  far  as  practicable  cities  and  towns 
should  be  let  alone  to  work  out  their  own  municipal  prob- 
lems.    This  bill  is  in  violation  of  that  recommendation. 

The  city  of  Boston  has  authority  to  acquire  land  for  and 
to  build  new  schoolhouses,  and  the  act  recently  approved 
increasing  the  tax  limit  and  the  debt  limit  has  furnished  it 
with  financial  resources  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
bill.  Excepting  in  cases  where  the  city  is  lacking  in  au- 
thority its  appropriations  should  not  be  made  by  direction 
of  the  Legislature.  The  city  council,  in  view  of  the  in- 
crease of  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  by  more  than 
$5,000,000,  is  the  proper  body,  in  my  opinion,  to  author- 
ize the  loan  asked  for  by  the  petitioners. 

Every  one  is  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools, 
desiring  to  have  furnished  to  them  the  fullest  accommoda- 
tions. Under  other  circumstances  I  should  be  glad  of  an 
opportunity  to  add  my  approval  to  a  measure  intended  to 
increase  the  school  facilities  of  Boston,  but  this  bill  is 
open  to  the  objection  that  it  usurps  authority  that  should 
be  exercised  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  BostoD, 
and  for  that  reason  I  cannot  give  to  it  my  sanction.

The  loan  authorized  by  the  bill  is  to  be  issued  within  the 
debt  limit,  and  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  the  mayor 
and  city  council  are  the  best  judges  of  the  purposes  for 
which  the  money  of  the  city  should  be  expended. 

Moreover,  this  bill  is  in  violation  of  the  recommendt- 
tion  I  made  in  my  inaugural  address  of  last  January, 
in  opposition  to  the  tendency  of  the  Legislature  to  inter- 
fere in  the  local  affairs  of  cities  and  towns.  For  the  above 
reasons  I  return  the  bill  without  my  approval.

with  the  consent  of  the  company,  the  present  tracks  of  the 
Boston,  Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  Railroad  Company,  or 
any  part  thereof,  may  be  raised  or  lowered  and  the  loca- 
tions, tunnels,  wharves  and  docks  of  said  company,  or 
any  of  them,  may  be  taken  by  said  commission  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  a  new  location  or  new  locations  for 
the  tracks  to  be  relocated  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ; 
and  a  new  double  track  location  or  locations  for  said  com- 
pany and  locations  for  side  tracks,  switches  and  turntables 
to  enable  said  company  conveniently  to  manage  and  oper- 
ate its  railroad  and  ferry  in  East  Boston  may  also  be  so 
taken  through  private  property  and  across  public  ways, 
the  grades  of  which  public  ways  (including  for  this  pur- 
pose Prescott  and  Porter  streets)  and  of  said  railroad  shall 
be  prescribed  by  said  commission  in  such  manner  that 
there  shall  be  no  crossing  at  grade  of  public  ways  or  rail- 
roads by  a  railroad  in  such  relocation. 

*'  Section  5,  The  Boston,  Revere  Beach  and  Lynn 
Railroad  Company  shall  bear  no  part  of  the  expenses  of 
the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossings  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  or  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  and  said  company  in  case  of  its  relo- 
cation may  discontinue  any  portion  of  its  road,  locations 
or  ferries,  and  may  sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its 
other  terminals  on  Atlantic  Avenue  in  Boston,  and  any  or 
all  other  property  owned  by  it,  including  its  ferry,  ferry- 
boats and  franchises. 
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**  Section  6.  The  provisions  of  chapter  four  handred 
and  twenty-eight  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety  and  the  provisions  of  the  last  five  sections  of 
chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  shall,  so  far  as  applicable 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  apply 
to  said  commission  and  to  the  carrying  out  of  its  decisions :

Message  from  the  Gfovemor. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  to  wit :  —

To  the  Eofwrablt  Senate  and  Eotae  of  Repre»entative$. 

SSooJeSor,      I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  an  act  entitled 
-suupoor.  *  «i  An  Act  relative  to  the  support  of  State  poor  by  cities 
and  towns,"  with  my  objections  thereto  in  writing. 

This  is  a  bill  to  increase  from  five  to  seven  dollars  a 
week  the  rate  allowed  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
maintenance  in  hospitals  of  the  sick  poor  who  have  no 
settlements  in  cities  or  towns.  In  these  cases  the  expense 
is  borne  in  the  first  instance  by  the  cities  and  towns,  and 
they  are  reimbursed  by  the  Commonwealth.  Last  year 
the  number  of  these  cases  in  hospitals  was  4,307,  and  the 
appropriation  was  $95,000.  On  the  basis  of  the  number 
treated  last  year,  with  an  increase  of  two  dollars  per  week 
in  the  rate,  an  addition  to  the  appropriation  of  $26,500 
per  annum  will  be  required  in  future. 

If  this  bill  is  intended  to  relieve  small  and  poor  towDs 
of  an  alleged  burdensome  charge  it  fails  of  its  purpose. 
Even  if  it  were  true  that  occasionally  a  town  is  obliged  to 
pay  two  dollars  a  week  for  the  support  of  a  patient,  the 
difference  between  what  the  Commonwealth  allows  and 
the  maximum  charge  fixed  by  this  bill,  the  small  towDS, 
which  rarely  furnish  a  case,  would  lose  more  by  their 
contribution  to  an  increased  State  appropriation,  than  they 
would  gain  in  reimbursement  from  an  increase  of  the  al- 
lowance for  hospital  charges.  Instead  of  being  a  help  to 
the  poorer  communities  of  the  Commonwealth,  it  is  clear 
to  me  that  the  bill  is  prejudicial  to  their  interests. 

As  more  than  ninety-five  per  cent,  of  the  hospitals  of 
the  Commonwealth  are  satisfied  with  the  present  rate  of 
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five  dollars  per  week,  I  cannot  give  my  consent  to  a  change 
which  will  needlessly  increase  the  appropriation  for  the 
State  Board  of  Charity  by  not  less  than  $25,000  a  year. 

I  therefore  consider  it  to  be  my  duty  to  return  the  bill 
without  my  approval.

Fellow  Senators:  —  It  is  certainly  my  first  duty,  as 
well  as  privilege,  to  express  my  very  cordial  thanks  to 
my  friend  from  Hampden  who  has  said  so  many  kind 
things.  Of  course,  my  fellow  Senators,  no  one  realizes 
as  well  as  I  the  large  element  of  pleasant  exaggeration  in 
his  kind  words.  It  is  due  in  part  to  his  natural  inclina- 
tion to  do  and  say  pleasant  things  and  to  the  fact  that 
we,  being  now  together  for  the  last  time,  find  the  pleasures 
of  our  association  uppermost  in  our  minds.  Some  one 
has  said  that  we  never  consciously  do  a  thing  for  the  last 
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time  without  a  feeling  of  sadness.  For  four  years  I  have 
had  the  honor  of  a  seat  in  this  legislative  body.  I  have 
in  this  time  been  associated  with  many  different  Senators. 
The  senior  Senator  of  this  and  last  year's  Senate  had  pre- 
ceded me  one  year.  His  associate  and  my  friend  from 
the  2d  Bristol  district  (Mr.  Moran)  came  first  to  the 
Senate  of  1897  and  we  three  are  the  sole  survivors,  in 
the  Senate  of  1900,  of  that  body.  I  shall  now  yield  to 
them  the  struggle  for  survival.  We  cannot  tell,  they 
cannot,  who  will  be  the  last  leaf  on  the  tree.  I  am 
happy  now  to  offer  them  and  their  constituents  my  con- 
gratulations on  their  long  and  honorable  public  service. 
They  have  been  always,  from  the  day  we  first  met  in  the 
Senate  Chamber,  my  good  friends. 

I  desire  very  much  at  this  time,  if  I  may  do  so  without 
any  detraction  from  the  service  and  aid  of  other  Senators, 
to  express  my  hearty  thanks  to  my  associates  on  the  com- 
mittee on  Rules.  They  have  been  ever  courteous,  con- 
siderate and  constantly  wise  and  helpful  in  the  discharge 
of  public  business.  I  cannot  with  propriety  undertake 
any  estimate  of  the  work  of  the  Senate.  My  partiality 
for  the  individual  would,  I  fear,  cloud  my  judgment  in 
estimating  the  public  services  of  this  Senate.  As  a  Legis- 
lature we  have  had  many  investigations,  which  have  been 
carefully  and  judicially  conducted.  The  two  matters 
.  attracting  widest  public  attention  have  undoubtedly  been 
the  Boston  and  Albany  and  the  Fitchhurg  lease  bills.  It 
appears  to  me  that  the  Legislature  in  these  matters  acted 
wisely.  I  feel  certain  we  have  acted  as  a  very  large 
majority  of  the  business  men  of  the  State,  compelled  to 
use  these  railroads  for  transportation,  wished  us  to  act. 
The  business  community  approves  of  those  leases. 

You  need  not  have  presented  this  beautiful  gift  to  assure 
me  of  your  friendship.  Your  treatment,  abounding  always 
in  courteous  acts,  from  the  first  to  the  last  day  of  this 
session,  was  sufficient  evidence  of  your  friendship. 

The  days  and  months  of  this  long  session  have  passed 
without  a  single  interruption  of  our  pleasant  relations. 
Words  utterly  fail  to  express  to  you  my  feelings  of  esteem 
for  you  and  hopes  for  your  continued  happiness  and  success.

Came  up,  and  Messrs.  Stone  oX  Springfield,  Munroe  of 
Worcester,  Twombly  of  Winchester,  Esleeck  of  Holyoke, 
Dowse  of  Maiden,  Douglass  of  Boston,  McPherson  of 
Framingham  and  Gardner  of  Nantucket,  were  joined. 

Subsequently,  Mr.  Soule,  from  the  above-named  com- 
mittee, reported  that  they  had  attended  to  their  duties 
and  that  His  Excellency  the  Governor  had  been  pleased 
to  say  that  he  congratulated  the  two  branches  of  the  Legis- 
lature upon  the  successful  completion  of  the  important 
business  intrusted  to  them,  and  that  he  would  commani- 
cate  with  each  branch  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

At  twenty-seven  minutes  before  seven  o'clock  p.m.  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  entered  the  Senate  cham- 
ber, and  announced  that  His  Excellency  the  Governor  had 
signed  479  bills  and  108  resolves ;  and  that  he  had  returned 
9  bills  with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing.  The  Secre- 
tary further  announced  that  he  was  directed  by  His  Ex- 
cellency to  inform  the  Senate  that,  in  compliance  with  the 
request  of  the  two  branches,  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Council,  it  was  his  pleasure  to  prorogue  the  General 
Court  to  the  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday 
in  January  next.

2.  No  member  of  either  branch  shall  act  as  counsel  for  anj 
party  before  any  committee  of  the  Legislature. 

3.  No  joint  committee  shall  be  given  authority  to  travel  oat- 
side  of  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth  except  by  a  concoirent 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each  branch  present  and 
voting  thereon,  and  no  committee  shall  so  travel  except  at  the 
expense  of  the  Commonwealth.  In  any  case  when  a  committee 
is  authorized  to  travel,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  provide  trans- 
portation only  for  members  of  the  committee  and  the  officer 
accompanying  them,  and  the  reasonable  travelling  expenses  of 
such  members  and  officers  only  shall  be  charged  to  or  paid  hy 
the  Commonwealth.  Neither  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  nor  the 
officer  detailed  by  him  shall  permit  any  person  to  accompany 
such  committee  while  in  the  discharge  of  its  official  duties, 
unless  invited  by  vote  of  the  committee. 

All  bills  for  the  travelling  expenses  of  committees  shall,  in 
such  form  and  detail  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Auditor  of

a  committee  except  upon  a  petition  duly  referred,  nor  shall  sach 
a  bill  or  resolve  be  reported  by  a  committee,  whether  cm  an 
original  reference  or  on  a  recommittal  with  instmctionB  to  hear 
the  parties,  until  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
committee  that  proper  notice  of  the  proposed  legislation  hu 
been  given  by  public  advertisement  or  otherwise  to  all  parties 
interested,  without  expense  to  the  Commonwealth,  or  until  evi- 
dence satisfactory  to  the  conmiittee  is  produced  that  all  partus 
interested  have  in  writing  waived  notice.  A  committee  report- 
ing leave  to  withdraw  or  reference  to  the  next  Greneral  Court 
for  want  of  proper  notice  or  of  a  waiver  thereof  shall  set  fortib 
this  fact  in  its  report,  and  no  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  in  order 
as  a  substitute  for,  or  amendment  of,  such  report.  Objection 
to  the  violation  of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any  stage  prior  to 
that  of  the  third  reading.     [Adopted  Feb.  7,  1890.] 

9.  A  petition  for  the  incorporation  of  a  town  or  city,  or  for 
the  division  of  an  existing  town  or  city,  or  for  the  inoorporatioD 
of  a  railroad,  street  railway,  elevated  railroad  or  canal  company, 
or  for  the  amendment,  alteration  or  extension  of  the  charter  or 
corporate  powers  or  privileges  of  any  such  company,  either 
specially  incorporated  or  organized  under  general  laws,  or  for 
authority  to  take  water  for  a  water  supply,  or  relative  to  build- 
ing structures  over  navigable  or  tide  waters,  shall  be  referred 
to  the  next  General  Court,  and  not  to  a  committee,  unless  the 
petitioner  has  given  the  notice  required  by  chapter  24  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1885,  as  amended  by  chapter  302  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1890,  or  by  other  provisions  of  law.  A  petiti<Hi 
for  the  incorporation  of  a  college  or  university  or  other  edoca- 
tional  institution,  with  power  to  grant  degrees,  or  for  an  amend- 
ment of  the  charter  of  an  existing  educational  institution  so 
that  the  said  institution,  not  having  such  power,  shall  there- 
after have  power  to  grant  degrees,  shall  also  be  referred  to  the 
next  General  Court,  and  not  to  a  committee,  unless  the  peti- 
tioner has  given  the  notice  required  by  chapter  881  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1896.  But  if,  no  objection  being  raised,  any  saeh 
petition  is  referred  to  a  committee  without  such  required  notice, 
the  committee  shall  forthwith  report  reference  to  the  next  Gen- 
eral Court,  setting  forth  as  the  reason  for  such  report  failore 
to  give  the  required  notice,  unless  evidence  satisfactory  to  the 
committee  is  produced  that  all  parties  interested  have  in  writing 
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waived  notice.  In  case  a  bill  or  resolve  is  reported  by  a  com- 
mittee apon  such  a  petition  after  proof  of  such  waiver  of  notice, 
this  fact  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 
When  a  report  of  reference  to  the  next  General  Court  is  made 
by  a  committee  on  account  of  failure  to  give  the  required  notice, 
no  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  substituted  for  such  report,  nor  shall 
such  report  be  recommitted  or  referred  to  another  committee ; 
but  reference  of  the  petition  to  the  next  General  Court  for  want 
of  proper  notice  under  this  rule  shall  not  affect  action  upon  any 
other  measure  involving  the  same  subject-matter.  [Adopted

Limit  of  Time  Allowed  for  Reports  of  Committees. 

10.  Joint  committees  shall  make  final  report  upon  all  mat- 
ters previously  referred  to  them,  on  or  before  the  second  Wednes- 
day in  March.  All  matters  upon  which  no  report  has  then  been 
made  shall,  on  or  before  the  following  Monday,  be  reported  by 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  branch  in 
which  they  were  respectively  introduced,  with  a  recommenda- 
tion of  reference  to  the  next  General  Court  under  this  rule.

Committees  of  Conference. 

11.  Committees  of  conference  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers on  the  part  of  each  branch,  representing  its  vote ;  and  their 
report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  each  committee,  shall  be 
made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  may  be  either 
accepted  or  rejected,  but  no  other  action  shall  be  had,  except 
through  a  new  committee  of  conference. 

Limit  of  Time  Allowed  for  New  Business, 

12.  Resolutions,  and  petitions,  memorials,  bills  and  resolves 
introduced  on  leave  and  all  other  subjects  of  legislation,  except 
reports  required  to  be  made  to  the  Legislature,  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  either  branch  subsequent  to  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  last  secular  day  in  January,  shall,  when  pre- 
sented, be  referred  to  the  next  Greneral  Court;  but  this  rule 
shall  not  apply  to  petitions  in  aid  of,  and  remonstrances  against, 
legislation  already  introduced  and  pending,  nor  shall  it  apply 
to  a  petition  offered  in  place  of  a  former  one  having  in  view  the 
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same  object,  upon  which,  before  reference  to  a  committee,  leave 
to  withdraw  was  given  becanse  the  same  was  not  in  proper  f ontf, 
provided  that  such  subsequent  petition  is  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  either  branch  within  one  week  from  the  day  on  which 
leave  to  withdraw  was  given.  This  rule  shall  not  prevent  the 
introduction  of  bills,  resolves  or  resolutions,  based  upon  the 
report  of  a  committee  upon  an  order  of  inquiry  offered  subse- 
quent to  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  last  secular  day  ui 
January,  provided  such  bills,  resolves  or  resolutions  are  intro- 
duced within  one  week  after  the  committee's  report  is  submitted. 
This  rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended  or  snspended,  except 
by  a  concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  of  each  braDcfa 
present  and  voting  thereon :  providedj  however^  that,  except  by 
unanimous  consent,  it  shall  not  be  suspended  with  reference 
to  a  petition  for  legislation  when  such  petition  is  not  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  or  a  resolve  embodying  the  legislation  re- 
quested. [Amended  Feb.  7,  1890,  Feb.  2,  1891,  Feb.  7, 1893, 
Jan.  10,  1898,  and  Jan.  9,  1899.] 

Bequests  for  Legislation  to  be  Deposited  with  the  Clerks. 

13.  Petitions  and  memorials,  accompanied  by  bills  or  re- 
solves embodying  the  subject-matter  prayed  for,  bills  and 
resolves  for  introduction  on  leave  and  all  other  subjects  of 
legislation,  and  all  resolutions  and  orders  of  inquiry,  intended 
for  presentation  to  the  Grcneral  Court  by  any  member,  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  branch  to  which  such  member 
belongs,  and  shall  be  laid  before  such  branch  not  later  than  at 
the  session  of  the  fourth  legislative  day  succeeding  the  day  on 
which  the  same  have  been  so  deposited.  [Adopted  Feb.  7, 1890. 
Amended  Feb.  2,  1891,  Feb.  7,  1893,  and  Jan.  25,  1894.] 

14.  The  Joint  committee  on  Rules  shall  have  authority  to 
prescribe  the  manner  and  form  of  keeping  the  dockets  of  legis- 
lative counsel  and  agents  which  are  required  by  law.    [Adopted 

Feb.  2,  1891.] 

Duties  of  the  Clerks. 

15.  If  any  part  of  the  report  of  a  committee  over  the  signa- 
ture of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  committee  is  amended 
in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch  shall  endorse  upon 
the  report  such  amendment. 

16.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
branches,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respective  Cleiks, 
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except  bills  and  resolves 'in  their  last  stage.    Messages  may 
be  sent  by  snch  persons  as  each  branch  may  direct. 

17.  After  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  engrossed, 
they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two  branches,  who 
shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
t6  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law ;  and  when 
engrossed  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith  deliver  the  same  to 
the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on  Engrossed 
Bills;  and  when  the  same  have  passed  to  be  enacted  in  that 
Honse,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  delivered  to  the  committee 
of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

18.  If  any  petition,  memorial,  bill,  resolve  or  order,  pre- 
sented or  originating  in  one  branch,  is  adversely  acted  upon 
in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  under  the  signature 
of  the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the  same  originated. 

19.  The  Clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  a  bill  originated  shall 
make  an  endorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  branch  the 
same  originated,  which  endorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively.    [Amended  Jan.  28, 1889.] 

Printing  and  Distribution  of  Documents. 

20.  The  committee  on  Printing  may  make  regulations  for 
the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  the 
use  of  the  Legislature  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  such  regu- 
lations shall  be  reported  to  and  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
two  branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill  or  other  docu- 
ment, the  number  printed  shall  be  nine  hundred. 

Leave  to  report  in  print  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

Bills,  reports  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  branch,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit : 
—  two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member)  ;  three  copies  to 
each  Clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter 
in  regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in 
either  branch ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive ;  twenty  copies 
to  the  Secretary's  office ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ;  one 
copy  to  each  Public  Library  in  the  Commonwealth,  which  shall 
make  due  application  therefor  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and 
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shall  make  proper  proyision  for  the  transmisBion  and  preserra- 
tion  thereof ;  and,  when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  com- 
mittee, ten  copies  shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making 
the  report.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  permanent  files  to  be  placed  in  the 
lobbies,  and  distribute  the  remainder  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  said  joint  committee.  [Amended  Jan.  8, 
1886,  and  Jan.  28,  1889.]

Joint  Gonventions, 
28.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  Conventions 
of  the  two  branches,  and  such  Conventions  shall  be  holden  in 
the  Representatives'  Chamber ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  be 
Clerk  of  the  Convention,  and  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the  journals  of  both 
branches. 

24.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two  branches 
to  go  into  Convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be  altered  or 
annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 

25.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  Convention,  other 

than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the  Convention  is 

formed. 

Joint  Elections, 

26.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot  a  time  shall  be  assigned 
therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such  election. 

Elections  of  United  States  Senators, 

27.  The  joint  assembly  required  to  be  held  by  the  statutes  of 
the  United  States,  relating  to  the  elections  for  Senators  in  Con- 
gress, shall  be  deemed  a  Convention  of  the  two  branches,  and  the 
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proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  said  statutes.  The  President  of  the  Convention  shall  receive 
no  motion  on  any  day  until  one  vote  for  Senator  has  been  taken. 
After  one  vote  for  Senator  has  been  taken,  no  motion  shall  be 
in  order  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  for  a  recess,  or  to  proceed 
to  vote  for  Senator ;  and  these  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  If  a  motion  is  made  for  a  recess,  and  different  times 
are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be  taken  on  the  most  re- 
mote time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  determined,  but  without  debate, 
before  the  question  is  put  upon  taking  the  recess.  On  either 
of  the  questions  permitted  by  this  rule,  the  sense  of  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  whenever  required  by  one- 
fifth  of  the  members  present.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are 
taken,  the  roll  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  in  alphabetical 
order ;  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  who  was  not 
on  the  floor  when  his  name  was  called  or  before  the  roll-call  was 
finished.  The  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate. 

28.  All  motions  or  orders  authorizing  committees  to  employ 
stenographers  shall  be  referred  without  debate  to  the  joint  com- 
mittee on  Rules,  who  shall  report  thereon  within  four  legislative 
days  after  such  reference.     [Adopted  Jan.  10,  1898.] 

29.  Any  joint  rule  except  the  twelfth  may  be  altered,  sus- 
pended, or  rescinded  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  each  branch  present  and  voting  thereon.  [Amended 
Feb.  7,  1898.
